Would it not much more become us 
to humble ourselves before our Maker—to 
ask why it is he is angry with us—why we 
receive such tokens of his disoleasure—why 
hs armis dited over as to scourge us, and 
what are our sins as anation? [sit cause of 
joy, loud public acclamations of joy, that we 
are about to arm ourselves for the destruction 
of our fellow beings—that we are ourselves to 
beexposed to, and fall by, the hand of the 
enemy—that thousands and tens of thousands 
of our fellow citizens are to perish in the field 
of battle—that some of the best blood of the 
nation ts to flow—that mullitades of defen-e- 
less families are to fall by the indiscrim'nating 
attack of the ruthless savage ? Are our fellow 
citizens rejoicing that they are now invited to 
that feast of carnage and distress, which has 
ben promised them for months ? Is it matter 
of exuitation, that ourtreasure is to be exhaus- 
ted, our cities depopulated or laid in ashes— 
Wives and children overwhelmed with grief ; 
their pillows watered with their fears, alone 
witness their anguish, bereaved of their only 
stay, their only comfort in life---he is fallen in 
battle 1! 

However just our complaint, however fa- 
Vourable the issue may be, these, and greater 
calamities than these, are the fate of war. If 
the provocations from our enemy justify the 
measures we kave adopted, still the displea- 
sure of the Controller of all events, in bring-

It is impossible, fromthe make of 
aon nature and the immutable decrees of 
Heaven, for man to be happy without refor- 
mation ? we might as well expect te enjoy the 
pleasures, of health while labouring ander a 
consumption. : 

It requires but little acqua’ntance with our- 
selves aid some serious observation and refl-e- 
tion, thoroughly to convince ns, that haman 
nature Is ina very depraved miserable state.

Here philosophy fails, reason is non- 
pulsed, superstition in every shape has been 
tried in vain ; all the force of government, in 
every form which haman wisdom could de- 
vise, has fuiled: men are stil vicious ; still 
miserable ; still destroying themselves and 
one another. 

The service God requires is a willing, cheer- 
ful obedience ; but man cannot serve his 
Maker cheerfuliy while he has no assurance

the case his performances i eed from 
a servile principle, therefore unholy in their 
nature. Natural reason, undssisted by divine 
revelation, cannot assure mam that a holy just 
God will forgive his sins. He cannot be as- 
sured of this unless he can so far comprehend 
and understand the reasons of the divine gov- 
ernment aso.enable hin to jadge what effect 
such an act of mercy to the guilty would have 
upon the general interest and happiness of the 
universe ; whether it would apon the whole 
be an act of goodness or area? injury.

The glory of 
God shines in the face of Jesus Christ, and in 
the great work of redemption with divine su 
perlative lustre. Is gratitude a lively ‘princi- 
ple of cheerful obedience ? Nothing can more 
powerfully excite this than the love of God in 
providing a suitable all-sufficient Saviour, and 
the dying compassion of the adorable Re- 
deemer. Can the recompense of reward have 
any imfluence ? The Gospel fully sets before 
the believer, a crown of glory ; fulliess of 
joy and pleasure forever more. Bat if marris 
80 stupid, so deeply immersed in vice that 
none of these generous motives can excite 
him, the hot displeasure, the flaming wrath of 
aholy, almighty God ; tribulation & anguish, 
indignation and wrath are thundered in his 
gy ears, to alarm his fears, to rouse him 
rem his stupid lethargy, and convince him of 
the absolute necessity of seeking an interest 
in the divine favour, obtaining a better heart, 
and a proper principle of action. That the 
most depraved sinner may not dispair. the 
Gospel encourages him to hope that the Hely 
Spirit will be given to those who sincerelv 
and perseveringly seek him. ;

The meeting was opened by reading the 
rules arf reyatatons, to*which every mem- 
ber readily subssribed his name.—After 
whicha suitable address was given on the im- 
portant objects ofthe Institution ; and appro- 
priate parts ofthe Holy Scriptures were read, 
and one of our O-iristiza friends prayed.

The following rules were unanimously a- 
dopted for the Government 
of this Society. 

1. T's Sosie'y shall havea committee, con- 
sisting of five members, a Treasurer and a Se- 
cietarv, | 

2, The members of this Society are expect- 
ed ‘o meet for prayer at the Jews’ chapel, eve- 
ry.Sanday morning at halfpast 9 o’clock, and 
Friday evening at 7 0’clock, 

3. On Friday evening, after prayers are o- 
ver, the members furming the committee are 
to meet, forthe purpose of admitting new 
members, and to transact such other matters 
as regard the views and imtentions of this So- 
ciety. 

4. All Jews, that are desirous to become 
members of the Sociciy, ave to pay two shil- 
lings and sixpence on admittance, and three 
penee weekly, to be appropriaied to the per- 
poses of this Society. But donations from 
those who may be inclined to promote (his 
gveat and important object, although they are 
not members of this Seciety, will be thank- 
fully received. 2a / 

5. The founders of this Tastitution request, 
that every member will regularly attend the 
preaching of the Gospel at the Jews’ Chapel 
whenever divine worship is performed there. 

6. A book wherein the name of every mem- 
ber will be registered, shall be kept by the Se- 
eretary, and every one who is found absent at 
anv of the publie services of the Jews’ Chapel 
shall be reported to the committee ; and if a 
satisfactory reason is not assigned for such ne- 
elect, he shall reerive a suitable admonition 
from the Chairman, and after receiving this 
admonition dhree stiecessive times, vrithout ef- 
fect, he shall be expéiled frém: this Secicty. 

7. In case any member of this Secicty 
should, through siekness or any 6tier affici- 
ou, be confined to his home, two members of 
this Socicty, in rotation, are to atiend et his 
abode daily, to read a chapter from the holy 
Bible, and to pray with him ; but en the Sab- 
bath day this duty will devolve en as many 
members as cen conveniently attend. “ OA 
that we may all imitate our Lordand Saviour 
Jesus Christ, whe went about doing good.” 
Amen. 

8. In case of any dispute crising amongst 
any of the members of this Socicty, it is re- 
commended to appoint) Arbitrators, from a- 
mongst its number, to adjust the matter: this 
will be expedient ; inasmuch as it will pre- 
vent litigation and its consequences. 

9. In case of the demise or resignation of 
any member ef the. commitiee, the existing 
raembers simalt have the power to elect a new 
member, whieli sigtl be decided by a maiert- 
ty of votespresentl: they may fikewire add to 
their pamber, shouwtd itobe thaught advisable. 

10. The Scoretayy shall cali a general meet- 
ing every three m@nitiys, to render um aecount 
of all reecipts and Pisbursemerts, 

il. In case of the absence of the Chairman, 
one of the members'present shail be clected by 
a majority of voicsite officiate in his stead. 

12. Lf the committee, at any futare period, 
should deem it mecessary te make any alera-

To the Editor of the Religious Remembrance. 

Mr. Scott, 

Some time ago, you received an ac- 
count giving some intelligence of a revival at 
Bristol, ( Penn.) and in its vicinity. The ac- 
count not being very full er-circumsiantial, it 
may be gratifying to the readers of your paper 
to hear something further of the Lord’s mercy 
towards this people. It has pleased him to 
revive the Episcopal Church in thai place, 
and to bless it witha peculiar outpouring of 
his Holy Spirit, so that the breaches are re- 
paired ; the wilderness is made to blossom as 
the rose. ; and the solitary places. rejoice and 
are glad in the salvation of the Lord. 

Since the first commencement of this “ time 
of refreshing from the presence of the Lord,” 
(a period of nearly three years from the pre- 
sent date,) Christian baptism has been adminis- 
tered to about 200 subjects ; nearly one half 
of whom were adults, who generally gave 
some evidence of the thing signified thereby, 
viz. * a death unto sin and a new-birth unto 
righteousness.” About ninety persons have 





joined the table of the Lord, and commemo- 


rate statedly the love of their Saviour, mani- 
fested in his sufferings and death for them. 

This work has been very gracious in the 

hearts of the faithful. They enjoy, generally, 
very clear manifestations of divine grac¢ In the 
peculiar privileges of the Gospel salvation-— 
the pardon of sin—peace with God---interest 
in Christ---joy of the Holy Ghost, &c. The 
youth Baye largely participated of the Divine 
goodness, and rejoice in a precious Szviour. 
Even the young children have felt the influ- 
ence divine---and many of the aged have pass- 
ed from death unto life.

Bedford, Billerica, Barlingtot:, Carlisle, 
Chelmsford, Concord, Marlborough, Wil- 
mington, Woburn, and Tewksbury, met, and 
after the throne of grace was addressed by the 
Rev. mr. Ripley, proceeded as follows, viz. 
chose

oled, That they consider the object of their 
meeting worthy of their warmest exertions, 
and most persevering diligence.

Chose—Dr. Rufus Wyman, Rev. mr. 
Chickering, and Rev. mr. Edwards, to con- 
stitute this Committee.

Resolved, Thatas by the recommendation 
of the Legislature, & the concurrent exertions 
cf the Clergy and others, public attention is 
now simultaneous and powesfully directed te 


this great object ; that as serious people are 
aiding it by their prayers ; and a8 from infor. 
mation received at this meeting, great & even 
unexpected success has attended those who 
have already actively engaged in it, we are ful - 
ly convinced, that the present is a favourable 
time to carry it into complete effect. 

Resolved, That this meeting recommend to 
all tyihingmen and other civil officers, to ett- 
ter on a prudent, firm, and persevering dis- 
charge of the duties of their office, as early as 
on the third Sabbath of Sept. instant. 

Resolved, That whereas general concert in 
measures and execution is indispensable to ac- 
complish this great object—this meeting re- 
commend, that those persons in every town, 
who are desirous of a due observance of the 
Lord’s Day, immediately appoint large com- 
muitees, consisting of prudent, discreet and in- 
fluential persons, whose duty it shall be to en- 
courage, assist, and support tythingmen, and 
ail other civil officers, in the discharge of the 
duties imposed by the aforementioned law ; 
to prosecute,or cause to be prosecuted, breaches 
of the same, which may come within their 
knowledge ; to procure the appointment of a 
sufficient namber of discreet tythingmen, te 
correspond with the Central Committee, and 
generally toconform to such recommendations 
as the Central Committee shall from time to 
time communicate. 

Resolved, That said town committees ex- 
ert themselves in. their respective towns, that 
suitable resolves he passed in town meetings 
as soon as may be, assuring all civil officers of 
the cordial support of their fellow -citizens. 

Voted, To choose a Central Committee, 
whose business it shall be to receive and com- 
municate information from similar associations, 
for similar objects.

A filo of napers from these countries has just 
been received in-town, of which we proceed to 
give substantial extracts. 

Tie dates from Mexico are of Murch 
Avriland May, of the present year. 

Several battles-were fought by the revalists 
against the insurgents ta different provinces of 
Mexico, where the lalier were completely de- 
feated by the former ; so that all of them who 
did net surrender at discretion, were put to the 
swovil ; a few that eseaned, disbanding at the 
first charge of the Spanish veterans, precipitat- 
ed themselves for safety into deep woods and 
aions the southern mountains of that extensive 
kingdom: all their artillery, ammunition, pro- 
Visions and treasure falling into the power of 
the vanguishers. No other army remained 
there, but that of Morelos, since these victories 
were obtained. Tis sacrilegious priest had 
collected all the scattered remains of the insar- 
gent bands in the whole extent of the Mexican 
empire, with a view to increase the forces un- 
der his command at Oaxaca, and to push on 


again the schemes of hisrebellion. Fle trusted 


to his generals Matamoros, Rayon, Espinosa,
